IMMORALITY OF SKIRTS 
The military drive,of the Ger- Tae prevailing: suena in 
mans and Bulgarians against the women’s clothing,’’ remarked a 
Serbians did much more than 
prostrate Serbia and put her out 
of. the. war temporarily and. for 
all practical purposes. It brought 
the Germans and Austrians in 
much closer touch with the Turks 
and opened up lines of commun- 
ication necessary to effective cam- 
paigning by the central powers 
in’ the Balkan regions. It found 
the entente allies unable, at the 
moment, to oppose the establish- 
ment of bases of supply and com- 
munication by their enemies, 
which, once established, gave 
them some advantages of position 
* which are certain to be used to 
the utmost by them in the new 
Balkan campaign now beginning. 

While this Balkan campaign by¥ 
the allies begins on a scale dem- 
cnstrating both a highly perfect- 
ed organization and a purpose to 
take and hold the aggressive and 
push matters to a speedy conclu- 
sion, there is no reason to expect 
rapid progress on that part of 
the war map. The forces of the 
central powers have been well 
disposed during the months inter- 
vening since the entente allies be- 
gan gathering their forces at Sa- 
loniki. The fighting, so far as it 
has progressed, has shown the 
Bulgarians, with what is a fresh 
and really great army, offering 
a not ineffective resistance to the 
ellied ddvance. The king of Bul- 
garia, realizing that ‘if ‘the’ war 
ends in an allied victory Bulgaria 
will be wiped off the map, and 
this realization being shared by 
all of his people, the Bulgars will 

, fight to the last man. The war 
has become, for Bulgaria, one of 
self-preservation. Assisted by her 
Teutonic allies, and by the Turks, 
the fate of Bulgaria, if her ex- 
termination as a nation is decreed. | 
will be postponed to the last min- 

ute of fighting to avert it. 

The strength of the allied army, 
made up of British, French; Rus- 
sian, Serbian, Canadian, Austral- 
jan and India troops, is greater 
now than that of the opposing 
force. In the statement of re- 
sults to date, issued by the 
French war department at Paris 
recently, it is claimed that ‘‘no 

: large number of additional 
troops is required for the Salon- 
iki offensive.’’ It should not 
take long to determine whether 
this judgment is correct or not. 
If the allies are at present strong 
enough to cut the lines of com- 
munication between the Teutons} 

oe and their allies in Southeastern 

Europe, to isolate Turkey, and 

invade and surround Bulgaria, a 

disastrous and crushing blow will 

have been struck by them at Aus- 
as tria,- and, relatively, at Germany. 
It remains to be seen whether 
this ean be done speedily, or slow- 
fy, or at all.
